Bepresentative Bingham, in bis re- 


port to the House urging a reduction ol 
letter postage to two cents, gives sta- 
tistics going as far back as 1792, •when 
the rats lor carrying a letter WPS six 
cents tor a distance of thirty miles and 
twe»ty-flve cents tor 450 miles. There 
is also a oarefal estimate, based on the 
history of 'the past, which sustains the 
theory of the report, that the stimulus 
of letter-writing, which would naturally 
be caused by a reduction, would greatly 
leased the estimates of loss, which for 
the first year, not counting such increase 
of letters, would only reach $3,000,000. 
The entire loss, the report assumes, 
could be offset by a fair allowance for 
carrying the mail matter of the Govern- 
ment. 
It is also estimated that should 


the reduction not take effect until Janu- 
ary 1, 1884, as provided in the amended 
Anderson bill, the surplus of the first 
half of that financial year would balance 
tho loss of the last half, and there 
would be ample time to exhaust or call 
iu the printed supply of Government 
stamped 
three-cent 
envelopes. The 


surplus of the Postoffice Department in 
1882 will be fully doubled, it is believsd, 
in 1883. 
It is suggested that when the 


loss experienced by this reduction shall 
be fully made up, and when there shall 
again be a surplus, a reduction of the 
postage on drop letters should be made

Hon. Gao. £. Loring, Commissioner 


of Agriculture, has submitted his an- 
nual report to the President. The sev- 
eral divisions of his department are 
shown to be in excellent condition. 
The statistical division estimates the 
.following as the yield of 1882: Corn, 
1,635,000,000 bushels; wheat, 610,000,- 
000 bushels; oats, 470,000,000 bushels; 
barley, 45,000,000 bushels; rye, 20,000, 
000 bushels; buckwheat, 
12,000,000 


bushels. The work of the chemical di- 
vision has been devoted largely to the 
investigation of the sugar pioduoiug 
qualities of sorghum and other plants. 
The report of the veterinary division 
exhibits much valuable work and shows 
less disease among domestic animals, 
Texas fever excepted, that iu many 
years. Interesting and valuable exami- 
nations into the fibres of wool and cot- 
ton have been made, and tvro sites, both 
in Colorado, have been selected for ar- 
tesian walls, for the construction of 
•which contracts have been awarded. In 
th* forestry division, increased activity 
has been shown, a special agent having 
been appointed to collect information 
west of the Mississippi river. His re- 
port will soon be submitted. 
« 


The Bulletin is unable to decide what 


has brought about the present decline 
in silver. The production is supposed 
to be Uss than last year. But the weak 
elements on the surface are the light 
demand for China and the East Indies, 
the removal of the export duty on Mex- 
ican silver November 1st, and the rec- 
ommendation of the President and Sec" 
rotary of the Treasury to practically 
stop the further coinage of silver dol- 
lars. We think tha )ast the most pow- 
erful of the three, so far as shaping the 
market now is concerned. Should these 
recommendations prevail, an iinpoitaut 
element of demand for fine silver would 
cease.

stems to hare fallen heir to ©ariUld's 
happy faculty of'saying the right things 
at tha proper time. Garfield's speeches 
daring the Presidential campaign were 
remarkable. Cleveland follows the same 
style, and upon every occasion reported 
has acquitted himself splendidly. His 
remarks at the Manhattan Club banquet, 
quoted below, mark him as one of the 
coming men of America, and one likely 
to go from Albany to Washington:

It appears that a-party w surveyors, 


dent out by'the Central Padfflo Kailroad 
Company, is now in Idaho, making the 
preliminary surrey for a proposed rail- 
road from Winnemuooa North. The 
Boise Statesman has the following to 
say on the subject: 


The surveying corps of the Central 


Pacific Bailroad Company, to whom we 
referred in our last, have reached the 
mouth of Sucker creek. They are pro- 
vided with a fine outfit, and report that 
they have made very rapid progress in 
running the line. Their instructions 
are to run directly from the mouth of 
Suiter creek to Boise City, 
,From 


Boise a line will be run south-east to- 
ward tha Wood River country. It is 
stated the merchants of San Francisco 
and the railroad officials have deter- 
mined that the interests of both demand 
the construction of a branch which will 
secure to San Francisco the continued 
trade of Southern Idaho, the transfer of 
which to the East is threatened by the 
Oregon Short Line. Since the settle- 
ment of Idaho, it has purchased from 
San Francisco over one hundred million 
dollars worth of goods, and now, when 
there is every prospect of largely in- 
creased demands, San Franoisco and 
the Central Pacific road have shaken 
off their lethargy, and mean business. 
Whether or not the construction of the 
line from Winnemuoca to Boise City 
and beyond, will be realized, is a ques- 
tion for consideration;but, as yet, there 
seems no reason to doubt the good faith 
of the projectors. The engineers re- 
port the route, as far as surveyed, per- 
fectly feasible. 


Sagebrush Loads. 


The Tuscarora Times-Keview says: 


"Some of the ordinary loads of sage- 
brush drawn by ten horses, will measure 
on the front wagon, eleven feet wide, 
seven feet high, and twenty feet in 
length, with a trail of the same or nearly 
the same capacity. This pile of fibres, 
using a Yankee ^expression, resembles a 
"brash heap in a gale of wind,'' and is 
sold foe about thirteen cords. To a 
etranger to the forests of Nevada, this 
spectacle is novel in the extreme.

Accident at JFrnuktowit. 


On Friday last Mr. James Twaddle 


was at work in the mountains west of 
Franktowu, engaged in repairing and 
enlarging the Franktown ditch.

Mr. Twaddle, it is thought, will 
probably recover from bis serious mis- 
hap, but the restoration of his eyesight 
is problematical.
